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Court of Appeals rules against City of

The Michigan Court of Appeals handed Romulus 
another defeat last week in the battle against a proposed 
industrial waste injection well in the city. 

The cities of Romulus and Taylor had filed suit 
against the Michigan Department of Environmental 
1 Quality (MDEQ) and Environmental Disposal Systems 
■ (EDS) as an intervening appellee, for allowing EDS to 
build a hazardous waste facility on wetlands located in 
Romulus. 

“This facility is located on wetlands,” said Tim Keyes, 
the economic development director for the City of 
Romulus. ‘It by law shouldn't have been built” 

However, the Court of Appeals disagreed with the city. 

! fn the decision written by Judge EJ. Zahra, the court 


found that after becoming aware that the site contained 
wetlands, EDS applied for and was granted a permit 
under Part 303 of the Natural Resources and 
Environmental Protection Act (NREPA) authorizing it to 
fill the wetlands. 

Romulus disagrees with this point, Keyes said. 

‘The permit should have never been issued,” he said. 
“We believe that you can’t make the distinction between 
what is a wetland and what isn’t a wetland. According to 
the law, if there is a wetland there, the facility cannot be 
built There was a wetland and they were given a permit 
to fill that and then build.” 

Romulus has been fighting the development of this 
deep injection well for years, said Keyes. 

“It is just not something we want in our city” 

EDS, a company that disposes of hazardous waste, is 
looking to operate a deep injection well facility at 28470 


Citrin Drive. EDS would use the wells, which are about 
4,200 feet below the surface, to hold hazardous liquid 
wastes, including solvents, acids and heavy metals such 
as mercury, chromium and nickel. 

Rep. Hoon-Yung Hopgood (D-Taylor) is also fighting 
against the deep injection wells in Romulus. 

“This decision is terribly disappointing and very frus¬ 
trating,” he said. “The proposed well will have devastat¬ 
ing environmental and economic effects on our commu¬ 
nity. EDS still needs to be granted a federal permit by the 
Environmental Protection Agency before the well can 
begin operating While the court’s ruling was a setback, I 
will continue to fight against the operation of this well.” 

The city is also not done fighting EDS, said Keyes. 

“We intend to keep fighting this well,” he said. “We are 
meeting with our attorneys and deciding what our next 
step will be.”

with after school program

According to the U.S. 
Department of Education more 
than seven million children are 
left home alone after school 
every day and these are the most 

I dangerous hours for school age 
youngsters. Most children have 
their first drug, alcohol or sexual 
t experience between the hours of 
3 p.m. and 8 p.m. 

While many parents are 
forced to leave their children 
■ home alone there is a program 
in Romulus that may help par¬ 
ents to keep their children safe 
after school. 


The Boys and Girls Club of 
Romulus, which offers member¬ 
ships to young people from the 
age of 6 to 18, provides an after 
school program for students in 
the area 

“We want to give kids a clean 
and safe environment after 
school,” said John Juriga, 
founder of the Romulus chapter 
of the national club. 

Juriga, a teacher in the 
Romulus schools for more than 
30 years, was asked to come up 
with concepts to keep kids occu¬ 
pied after school. 

“Kids were covered during 
the daytime because of school,” 
he said. “But after school we 


were seeing many children going 
home to empty homes, because 
their parents were working.” 

Juriga said that growing up in 
upstate New York he had joined 
the local Boys Club and he 
remembered his time there 
fondly. 

“I worked in the club from the 
age of 10 until I was 20 years 
old,” he said. “It was a great time 
in my life. 

Juriga said he then contacted 
the Boys Club he had been a part 
of in New York and was put in 
touch with the Midwest regional 
office of the Boys and Girls Club

Elizabeth Youngblood, a 
senior at Inkster High School, is 
looking for a happy ending. 

In many ways, the 18-year-old 
honor student has already 
achieved that, but she said she’s 
always looking for something 
more. 

Youngblood’s ability to keep 
looking for the positive side of 
every event in her life was one of 
many reasons she was chosen as 
the recipient of the YWCA 
“Woman of Achievement” award 
along with five other women 
from business, government and 
education at a reception last 
month. 

The award, Youngblood said, 
is a highlight in a long road with 
some formidable obstacles. 

“I enjoy going to school, I’m 
close to my teachers,” 
Youngblood explained. “I’ve 
been to other schools, and in 
some ways (the students) are 
more prepared. But (at Inkster 
High School), we make up for it 
by having a small group of people 
who make up for everything with 
love.” 

The love and support afforded 
the student by her teachers was 
long overdue for Youngblood. 
When she started high school 
four years ago, her life was in a 
state of flux. 

“My mother had a new 


boyfriend, and he told her I 
couldn’t stay (with her mother),” 
Youngblood said. “So I went to 
live with my grandfather at the 
Denby Center, but I didn’t want to 
stay there. So I took a road trip.” 

What followed was a weeklong 
trip with a friend to Maryland. 
When she came back home to 
Inkster, Youngblood went to 
group counseling at the Teen 
Health Center, where counselors 
put her in touch with volunteer 
Eunice Johnson. After spending 
time talking to Youngblood about 
her problems, Johnson and her 
husband invited Youngblood to 
live with them. A year and half 
later, Youngblood said things 
have never been better 

“I love living with (the 


Johnsons). They are some of the 
people I admire most,” 
Youngblood said. 

Writing poetry, designing fash¬ 
ionable clothes and reading has 
helped Youngblood cope with the 
events of the last few years. But 
her creativity has also allowed 
her to maintain solid A’s and B’s 
in schooL Today, she is a college- 
bound student trying to decide 
between attending four universi¬ 
ties: Central Michigan, Eastern 
Michigan, Northwood and 
Adrian Universities. She’s still 
waiting to hear back from 
Alabama A & M University. 

“I’m really hoping to be 
accepted to Alabama,” she said. 
She hopes to study fashion 
design in college, though she is 


still deciding on exactly what her 
major will be. During summer 
breaks, she has worked as a co¬ 
op student at the Inkster-Edison 
School District Offices and at the 
Inkster Weed & Seed offices. 

Youngblood said she admires 
straightforwardness in an indi¬ 
vidual. 

“I like people who are up front 
and honest with others. I like 
people who look at the whole of a 
person before they judge. I like 
people who can stand up in front 
of a crowd of people and make a 
speech; people who can conquer 
their fears.

“Liz is just a great person,” 
she said. “I met her when I came 
here in 1998, and she was living 
in public housing. We had her 
here as a volunteer; she is such a 
hard worker. Everybody who 
meets her loves her. She is also 
very talented; she writes poetry 
and designs clothes.”

Thankful is only one word, but it 
encompasses the feelings of the Grant 
family about the Romulus community this 
holiday season. 

Marc, 4-four-year old son of Michael 
Grant, a Romulus police officer and 
Jeannine Grant has a rare condition that 
has caused him many health problems. He 
has a duplication on the short arm chro¬ 
mosome 17. This is a large region encom¬ 
passing more than 30 genes. 

While Marc was in Texas at Baylor 
University for an evaluation, doctors 
detected a severe defect in his heart that 
had never been previously diagnosed. 
Marc underwent a 12-hour open-heart 
surgery at the University of Michigan 
Children’s Hospital to replace part of his 
aorta in late October Without the surgery 
Marc would have died, his parents said. 

“Without all the help we have received 
from everyone in the community, the City 
of Romulus and the Romulus Police 
Departmenf I don’t know how we would 
have done it this year,” said Jeannine 
Grant “We are so blessed and thankful to 
have received so much support from so 
many different people.” 

The Grant family was chosen by the 
City of Romulus employees to receive 
their annual fundraiser money. The bulk 
of the money was generated through casu¬ 
al dress days, where employees pay $2 to 
wear casual clothes to work. The funds 
were collected throughout the year and 
given to a family during the holiday sea- 
soa 

This year $2,000 was collected. 

“Without that money I don’t know what 
we would have done for Christmas,” said 
Jeannine Grant “It really helped buy pre¬ 
sents for all the kids this year” 

Grant said they are not only grateful to 
the city for this sizable donation, but also 


to the many individuals and organizations 
that have donated money to the Marc 
Grant Medical FUnd from the beginning. 

“We have received checks from resi¬ 
dents, large donations from the Police 
Officers Union, the Sergeants Union and 
countless others,” she said. “We really will 
never be able to thank or repay all of the 
people who have helped us through this. 
We are so blessed.” 

Although Marc's surgery was success¬ 
ful, it is not the end of the battle for him or 
his three siblings. 

The Grants said they believed that after 
the surgery things could only get better 

They were wrong 

On a visit this month to Johns Hopkins 
University Hospital in Maryland, the 
entire Grant family including daughters, 


Megan, 11, and Michelle, 7, and son 
Michael Jr, 6 were tested for the type of 
heart defect found in Marc. 

When the results came back, Mike and 
Jeannine were in shock Two of their other 
three children have the same type of heart 
condition, Bicuspid Aortic Disease, 

“We couldn’t believe if” said Grant “It 
was like we didn’t think it could get any 
worse and it did.” 

Michelle was found to have the exact 
condition Marc has, but while Megan has 
the disease, it has not progressed as far as 
her brother and sister However, both girls 
will at some point also have to undergo 
open-heart surgery to replace part of the 
aorta 

“They told us that if the disease had not 
be found, the girls would have died in 


their teen-age years,” she said. “That is a 
hard thing to hear about your children.” 

However, Grant said the family is 
thankful that the condition was detected 
in time for something to be done about it 
“If Marc had never been sick and his 
heart disease had never been found, who 
knows what would have happened to the 
girls,” she said. “It is almost a gift that we 
were able to detect the disease now.” 

Grant said she is still trying to figure 
out how she and her husband are going to 
deal with the future surgeries. 

“I don’t know how we are going to deal 
with both the girls needing the surgery 
now,” said Grant “But at the same time we 
don’t have a choice, those are our babies. 
We will do whatever we have to do.” 

Right now the goal of the doctors is to 
get the girls to puberty, said Grant 

“Once they hit puberty their bodies will 
stop growing and there will be less of a 
chance that they will ever have to go 
through the surgery again, because their 
hearts will not grow any more.” 

The girls are scheduled for another 
series of tests in April to see how fast the 
disease is progressing 

As for Marc, things may be looking up. 
In Flint, there is a treatment offered by 
the Sensory Learning Institute that could 
help Marc eat and speak. Currently, Marc 
has problems eating whole foods and is 
not able to speak. 

“He talks,” said Grant “We just have 
our own little language going We under¬ 
stand what he wants, but if we could help 
him speak normally it would be amazing” 
The $2,500 treatment is not covered by 
insurance, but the Grants are confident 
that they will find the money. 

“We will do it someway,” Grant said. 
“Anything that could help, we will do.”

throughout the airport 

Customers also had the

Over 
17,000 employees bring home a 
paycheck from our airport 
alone and when the spin-off 
impact in included, over 70,000 
people in our community owe 
their living to the existence of 
this airport”

in Chicago. 

“It was a no brainer,” said 
Juriga. “It is such a great pro¬ 
gram, but we needed to find a 
place to house the organization.” 

The majority of Boys and 
Girls Clubs in the U.S. are 
housed in a building owned by 
the organization, however, this 
was not a possibility in Romulus. 

“Since we didn’t have a build¬ 
ing, we had the idea of going to 
Merriman Elementary School 
and utilizing their facilities after 
school to house the kids,” he 
said. “It worked and we were on 
our way to creating the club.” 

Juriga said that the national 
organization is currently 
researching the option for com¬ 
munities that wish to open a 
club, but don’t have the funds. 

Additionally, the Romulus 
Boys and Girls Club received a 
$75,000 donation from Post 
Cereals to open a second loca¬ 
tion at Wick Elementary School. 

“We are very proud of our 
program,” said Flank Rigger, the 
director of the Boys and Girls 
Club of Romulus. “We feel that 
we give the kids a place to come 
and have fun and at the same 
time stay safe.” 

The after school program 
operates from the time school is 
dismissed until 8:30 p.m. 


Monday through Friday. 
Students in the Romulus schools 
are bused to either Wick 
Elementary or Merriman 
Elementary' each day. 

“We have help for the stu¬ 
dents with their homework,” 
said Rigger. “We bring in stu¬ 
dents from the high school to be 
aides in the program.” 

After homework is done, the 
fun begins. Students can play 
games in the gym, pick from a 
number of different board 
games in the games room or 
work on their computer skills in 
the computer lab. 

“We 117 to keep the students 
occupied, but at the same time 
keep them doing things that are 
interesting to them.” 

There are currently 595 stu¬ 
dents in the Romulus chapter 
and each day about 125 students 
at the Merriman Elementary 
program and anywhere from 
135-150 students at the Wick 
Elementary program. 

The Boys and Girls Club also 
offered different types of activi¬ 
ties to kids on Saturdays and 
during school holidays and 
breaks, when kids need them the 
most, said Rigger 

‘The greatest thing about the 
program is that any child can do 
it,” said Juriga. “The cost for a 
one-year membership is only 
$30. That includes all of the after 
school programs and everything 
the club has to offer

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Wayne Cool Cities Task Force asks: Now what?

It’s one thing to develop a list of plans 
and features that would make a communi¬ 
ty “cool,” but another to know what to do 
with it 

That’s what Wayne officials discovered 
after the wrap up of the recent Cool Cities 
initiative sponsored by Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm. 

The city formed a Cool Cities Task 
Fbrce in October and made recommenda¬ 
tions that were forwarded on to Lansing in 
November, according to Peter Mclnemey, 
community development director for the 
City of Wayne. That was just the beginning 
of the process, he said. 

‘Tm suggesting we have to answer two 
important questions,” he told the Wayne 
City Council last week “How do we capi¬ 
talize on the energy of the commission and 
still make it a viable acting committee?” 

The task force suggested a variety of 


ideas for the city to follow, everything from 
updating the city master plan to promoting 
more pedestrian friendly neighborhoods 
to stricter blight controls and more posi¬ 
tive promotions. 

The council suggested at the time that 
an ongoing commission be formed to fol¬ 
low up on the ideas and make continuing 
recommendations to city planners, accord¬ 
ing to Mclnemey. The problem is deciding 
which of the 40-some residents would best 
serve on the board, and what type of board 
it would be - commission, committee or 
other - and what its defined roles would 
be. 

The city will form such a board, but not 
right away, he said. 

“We need to do a little more study to get 
a consensus of where we want to go and 
how we’re going to get there,” Mclnemey 
said. “We’re adding a step, but that seems 
to be the best way to do it”

Carrot and the stick 

Officials in communities concerned with blight and neglectful 
property owners may have a new set of tools to work with to clean up 
their communities. 

It’s a package of bills recently approved in the state legislature giv¬ 
ing municipalities more power to combat blight, nuisances and nox¬ 
ious weeds and building code violations. 

The package of bills, seven in all, allow municipalities to put a lein 
on property involved in a quality of life violation, increase fines for 
violations and set up a legislative body to oversee complaints and take 
them out of clogged court systems. The bills were approved by a wide 
majority in the House of Representatives and unanimously in the 
Senate. 

Used effectively, these will go a long way in communities where 
blighted properties are a long-standing problem. They were designed 
with Detroit in mind, where an on-going clean up effort has lan¬ 
guished because the process takes so long, jams the courts and doesn’t 
adequately penalize recalcitrant land owners. It was modeled after 
an approach taken in Chicago, where the city set up a Department of 
Administrative Hearings to oversee the enforcement of the ordi¬ 
nances. 

Officials in cities like Westland, Inkster and Wayne have long 
sought to improve the look of their communities by encouraging the 
individual efforts of landowners. 

That’s where these new ordinances will have the most, and best, 
effect Encouragement It may be an easy leap for a municipality to 
make to start issuing more citations, putting leins on property and 
developing a heavy-handed approach to attack the problem. 

It’s true that more heavy handedness is necessary, but only to a 
point The best way to handle the situation is a fine line of encourage¬ 
ment and consequences. 

In the eye of the beholder 

Officials in Northville Township have every right to be concerned 
about land the State of Michigan wants to sell in their community 

There are more than 420 acres, in total, in the rolling stretch of 
land along Seven Mile Road that once housed the Northville 
Psychiatric Hospital. It is an area filled with interesting topography, 
beautiful old trees and plenty of potential. 

Both sides, the state and the township, agree that they want to max¬ 
imize that potential for the property. They disagree, however, on what 
that maximized potential entails. 

Township trustees would like to see a well-planned development 
that would incorporate everything the township is currently known 
for-beautiful homes, high-tech research and development firms, out¬ 
standing schools and beautiful parks. 

The state wants money. 

If representatives from the State of Michigan budget department 
were asked, they’d probably tell a different story. In fact they have, 
from the very beginning, when they said price would not be the sole 
consideration they took into account when they sold the land. As 
recently as last week, Tom Saxton, director of land services for the 
department of management and budget, said the state was still com¬ 
mitted to working with township officials to find the best use for the 
land. 

He also said, though, that the state would reject any offer less than 
$65 million, and that’s a more telling detail. The higher the cost, the 
more a developer will have to put onto the site to make it profitable. 
And the more dense the project is, the less it falls in line with plans 
the township has for the prime acres of land.

If there was an 
outcry of the delay of the placement of the holiday 
decorations, imagine what will take place when 
larger, more serious cuts are proposed 

In Northville, officials may hope for increased - 
and more earnest - cooperation from state officials 
as they try to plan for the future of their community. 
They’ve dodged a couple of bullets so far, with a 
proposed expansion of the Scott Correctional 



Facility that State Sen. Bruce 
Patterson (R-Canton) was able 
to head off, and when the pro¬ 
posed sale of land along Seven Mile Road fell 
through. That, at least, will be back, though, and it 
would be nice for the state to pay attention this 
time around. 

In Wayne, officials may have hopes that some 
property owners come to an Ebeneezer Scrooge- 
type revelation and make good on their commit¬ 
ment to the community - a commitment to clean up 
their properties and make the city better for all 
who live there and pass through. 

As for me, well, I guess I only want one thing 
from the municipal Santa 

A chainsaw. 

Let me explain. Every day I drive from our 
Wayne offices into communities like the Plymouths 
or the Northvilles, or Cantoa And every day, on the 
way back, I get stopped for the same traffic light in 
front of the Michigan Truck Plant in Wayne.

The problem is that most everybody 
who views the property looks at it a differ¬ 
ent way. State officials see a beautiful site 
in a fast-growing, desirable community 
and dollar signs flash before their eyes. 
Township officials see a gateway to their 
community the development of which will 
have severe implications in the overall 
community, forever. Developers - those 
who have had the ability to go beyond the 
first bid submission, who have had survey¬ 
ors on the site - see land teeming with 
extra expenses. They see the hospital 
property with its labyrinth of asbestos- 
filled steam tunnels that would have to be 
cleaned up, an old landfill that needs to be 
capped or mitigated, an oil refinery, wet¬ 
lands and more. Those expenses don’t 
even consider the hospital buildings them¬ 
selves, which have to be tom down. 

The Northville community is poised to 
take a double hit from the state budget 
crises. The numbers cause state officials to 
seek more from the land than developers 


other city officials to address concerns.

are willing to pay for. And if the developers 
do cough up that money, they’ll seek to put 
more on the land than township officials 
would like and that the township infra¬ 
structure can handle. At the same time, 
the school district, which faces reductions 
in state aid because of the same state bud¬ 
get situation, will be looking at housing 
more students. 

It’s a lot of trouble for one community to 
go through in order for the state to provide 
a minor patch - $65 million toward a $900 
million budget deficit - over an ongoing 
problem. 

Local officials have been almost saintly 
in their patience in dealing with these 
cuts. They’ve handled this desire to bal¬ 
ance the state budget on the backs of local 
municipalities and school districts with 
equal aplomb, recognizing that they must 
do their part, as everyone else does. 

It would be nice for state officials to rec¬ 
ognize this and rethink their strategy on 
this important piece of property. They 
should lower the price, guarantee land to 
the township or school district In short, 
they should provide more than lip service 
to their commitment to working with town¬ 
ship officials.

New businesses join old in 
the ‘other’ downtown Plymouth

Old Village in Plymouth is not 
the center of town - it’s too far 
removed from city hall and the 
long-standing gathering place of 
Kellogg Park to be considered 
that 

But the pedestrian-friendly 
neighborhood with tree-lined 
streets and ever-changing mix of 
retail, commercial and residen¬ 
tial buildings might be the envy 
of many communities. And, with 
major residential construction 
projects slated for either end of 
the historic neighborhood, Old 
Village may be poised to come 
into its own. 

A recent wave of retail stores 
have occupied store fronts long 
reserved for other services. Old 
Village now boasts several 
restaurants - with another on 
the way - along with unique bou¬ 
tiques and antique shops, a 
motorcycle accessory shop, 
upscale jeweler, even a tattoo 
parlor 


Like downtown Plymouth, 
Old Village is well situated to 
take advantage of the residential 
neighborhoods nearby, as well as 
to become a destination location 
for those looking to spend an 
afternoon - or evening - out 

“You come out here, and it’s a 
whole different world,” said 
Jason Hallman, who owns and

operates JRR Cycleworks with 
his son, Rick, and daughter, 
Amber Pemberton. “It’s a nice 
area and everyone knows each 
other” 

The shop, located next to 
Harvey’s Old Village Deli on Mill 
Street, caters to motorcycle 
enthusiasts that don’t fit the 
mold of traditional bikers. It fea¬ 


tures a wide variety of after mar¬ 
ket products for every type of 
bike, from Harley Davidsons to 
Hondas in an environment that 
the most straight-laced business¬ 
man would feel comfortable. 

Rick, who in his other profes¬ 
sion is a salesman at Jack 
Demmer Ford in Wayne, said 
the Old Village location was per¬ 
fect for the shop because there 
are a lot of motorcycle owners in 
the community, and there isn’t a 
place for accessories anywhere 
close. 

“You have to travel so far to 
get to a good after market store,” 
he said “We’ve gotten a good 
response here.” 

Others say the recent influx of 
businesses is just the result of a 
long period of investment from 
home and business owners that 
has gradually put a polished fin¬ 
ish on a neglected gem.

the area and investing into it,” 
said Chuck Avis, who has lived 
in Old Village for about 15 years. 
He pointed to firms like 
Plymouth Jewelry, which under¬ 
went a major facelift a few years 
ago. “It’s starting to show with 
new developments.” 

He bought the home at 
Farmer and Starkweather 
streets and has restored it to its 
former glory. About four years 
ago he moved his accounting 
practice from Ann Arbor Road 
to Starkweather, a block away 
from his house. He said he’d like 
to see Old Village become a 
more viable business district. 
With businesses like Plymouth 
Guitar moving from downtown 
to Old Village and the opening of 
antique stores like Delores’ 
Antiques and Ebenezeer’s 
Estates, coupled with the long¬ 
standing success of eateries like 
Station 885 and the Lowertown 
Grill - now Hermann’s Olde 
Tbwne Grille - that may be about 
to happen, he said. 

“You’re seeing a lot of differ¬ 
ent types of businesses open 
up,” he said. “Now we just need 
to find a way to get the people to 
walk around.” 

Old Village is more than just a 
collection of antique shops. 
Arlette Stobbe recently opened 
Bella Mia, a boutique aimed at 
mother-daughter shoppers, an 
idea she came up with her 17- 
year old daughter. 

“She would always be looking 


at fashion magazines and they 
always had stories on them 
about little boutiques,” Stobbe 
said. “There wasn’t anything like 
that here.” 

Stobbe grew up in Plymouth 
on nearby Blunk Street, and said 
she didn’t have to look far for a 
location for her shop, which 
caters to women aged 14-30 and 
up. Her shop faces Starkweather 
and gets plenty of exposure for 
drivers. “It’s the perfect space 
for what I wanted to do,” she 
said. 

FYan Toney, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Plymouth Community 
Chamber of Commerce, said the 
new business and long-standing 
anchors spell good things for Old 
Village and the community in 
general. 

“One of the things Old Village 
has always needed more of is an 
increase in foot traffic. Up until 
now everything has been ser¬ 
vice-oriented,” she said. 
“They’re giving people a reason 
to walk around.” 

There may soon be more peo¬ 
ple walking around the historic 
neighborhood, too. Crosswinds 
Community is planning a 106- 
unit condominium development 
off Starkweather and Pearl 
Streets and work is already 
under way at the Daisy Square 
development on the site of the 
old Daisy Air Rifle factory. 

Jim Penn, chief building offi¬ 
cial for the City of Plymouth, 
said the developer plans to have 
everything that won’t be renovat¬ 
ed tom down by the end of the 
year 

The Crosswinds develop¬ 
ment, on property owned by

CSX Railroad, may take longer- 
it straddles the city and town¬ 
ship border and a recent plan¬ 
ning commission recommenda¬ 
tion was postponed pending a 
traffic study. 

Avis said he sees both pro¬ 
jects as a boon to Old Village. 

“There’s a fair amount of 
property (at the Crosswind site) 
and it’s not being used properly,” 
he said, but added the Daisy site 
may mean more for the neigh¬ 
borhood because it’s situated at 
a place that would draw more 
people into Old Village. “People 
will have a choice between walk¬ 
ing to downtown and walking to 
Old Village,” he said. “It’s going 
to encourage people to come 
down here.”

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Former mayor publishes first novel

Former Westland Mayor 
Robert Thomas has decided it’s 
time for The Reckoning. 

There may have been times 
when he fantasized about such a 
thing during his term of office, 
but it was only after he left poli¬ 
tics that Thomas began work on 
his first novel, the newly-released 
The Reckoning. 

“I have always loved western 
movies and books,” said Thomas, 
53. “When I retired (in 2002), I 
knew I wanted to write, but I had 
to decide what I would write 
about My first decision was to 
choose to write a western. From 
there, I thought about the story¬ 
line and what kind of a twist I 
could give it” 

Thomas, who calls writing

murdered. Vowing to avenge

“I was looking for a twist for 
my story,” said Thomas, “and I 
started wondering what it would 
be like if someone in 1876 was 
able to have today’s technology.” 

Thomas is already at work 
with the second book in the 
series, which he intends to title 
Brother’s Keeper. The third book 
is entitled Sins of the Pother. 

“I’m adding more historical 
information into the second and 
third books,” he said. “I’ve been 
going through a stack of refer¬ 
ence books.” —
